The hall was tilled with eager anil 
expectant auditors, who came prepar- 
ed to hear a closely contested argu- 
ment, in which both sides of this much 
debuted question would be ublj handl- 
ed. Their eX| talions wire far from 

bring fulfilled, however, as the sup- 
porters of the warlHui Mrs. Piiiikhurst 
proved infinitely superior to the "mere 
men" who had the fortitude to attempt 
a defence of the present electoral sya 
lent. The lutter apparently were un- 
prepared io meet the arguments ad- 
vanced by the two ll.V.Ci representa- 
tives ami the debate resolved It Self in- 
to an exposition of the equal suffrage 
propaganda. As a consequence, the 
ladies su icecded in carrying every- 
thing before them and easily got the 
décision. 

"Three classes are excluded from the 
vole under the present system," said 
Miss Currle, who opened (ho debate. 

i "women, paupers ami lunatics." Wo- 
men had refused to be classed with 

I such Unfortunates. In all the profes 
sions they were doing as good work 
as the men.

What 
was Important was not what would 
happen, but what had happened. 

Kef erring to the question, "What has 
inaib- the pink-lea woman'.''' Professor 
Hale said that the reason could bo 
iittrthtnrrr to tin- fiicl that men do not 
take women seriously. 

At this Juncture, the judges. Miss 
Cameron, Professor LcilCOCk and Dr, 
Andrew Mel'hail returned, their deri- 
sion having been reached, Dr. Me- 
l'hail announced that the Judges had 
come lo the Conclusion that, the ladies 

had succeeded in establishing their 
viewpoint, and staled that "women al- 
ways did have supremacy over 111' 
men."

Mr. Horsey, one of the three Science, 
nominees, when seen by the Dally yes- 
terday, bad several innovations which 
he thought should be introduced at 
McGill. There were certain chunges 
In the administrative system und In 
the conduct of student affairs which 
would receive Ills support should he bo 
elected to the Council. Ills platform, 
apparently was one of progressive re- 
form on constitutional questions and 
of conservatism In financial matters. 

"With regard to the Council's policy 
of financial retrenchment," stated Mr. 
Horsey. "I think It is the only course 
which it is possible to pursue with con- 
ditions such as they are at the present, 
and I would be prepared to support it, 
except, of course, in o case where some 
student activity might be crippled 
through following this policy blindly. 
The deficit which Inst year threatened 
to overwhelm student autonomy must 
bo paid off, and a safe financial nd- 
mlnlstraitlon is apparently the only 
means by which this van be accomplish- 
ed. I notice that the re-estahllshmenl 
of the Students' Supply has been sug- 
gested, but I am of (lie opinion that 
this step would lie most unwise. This 
venture cost the students something 
in the neighborhood of ten thousand 
dollars last year. and 'he experiment 
should not be attempted again. To 
restore confidence in undergraduate 
government we must henceforth be 
able to show a yearly surplus und the 
Council should therefore not embark 
on any such doubtful enterprise as 
the Students' Supply store. 

"The idra of admitting outsiders to 
the Campus rink Is an excellent one. 
As In Toronto there should be two or 
three small rinks which could be made 
Into one large, surface if necessary. 
Admitting the public to one of the rinks 
would be a great source of revenue to 
the (Council and would put student fin- 
ances on a sounder fooling. 

"As for the question of admitting 
the students to meetings of tlie Council 
for the purpose o£ listening to discus- 
sions on matters of policy and admin- 
istration, 1 think it is an excellent Idea. 
The members of tho Council and the 
students whose Interests they are elect- 
ed to serve, would he brought Into 
closer touch with one another. There 
Should be no secrecy surrounding the 
actions of McGIII's administrative body. 
Of course, admitting the public to Coun- 
cil meetings would not mean an open i 
discussion. The students would, as in .;.

Queen's Hockey Team Leaving 
Limestone City December 22 
to Play Christmas 
Games. 



Kingston, Dec, 2.— It has been de- 
finitely decided that Queen's senior 
hockey 'team will leave the city Doc. 
22 for their trip to the States. While 
away they will play In Cleveland, De- 
troit, and llostou. It Is thought that 
they will drop off at llumllton on the 
way and play a match with the Hamil- 
ton team, but arrangements are not 
settled on this point. 

When the proposed n Iterations aro 
completed at the Kingston skating rink 
spectators will be afforded a better 
view of the hookey matches. The gal- 
lery at the north end Is being removed 
and more up-to-date seating capacity 
Installed. The bandstand which form- 
erly occupied the centre part of the 
gallery will lie removed to the south 
end, directly over the main entrance. 
There will be five tlors of seats at the 
north end, which will accommodate 
about three hundred persons. The bot- 
tom tier will lie About three feet from 
the ice surface. Two ticket offices will 
be arranged at this same end of the 
rink so as to avoid the people having 
to walk up the ice to get into the 
grand stand. 



Owing to the fact that the Unlyer 
slty of Toronto Athletic, authorities 
failed to send In eligibility forms for 
the athletes who represented that in- 
stitution in 'the Intercollegiate track 
meet at Kingston this fall, the Inter- 
collegiate governing body has decided 
to nnnui the result of the meet alto- 
gethcr. As a consequence the name 
of the University of Toronto will not 
appear in the Intercollegiate, records 
as winners of the track championship 
of nil.'!. 

According lo this ruling the McGill 
team, which look second place In the 
meet and which observed the regula- 
tions, Is entitled to claim the honors- 
but It is extremely unlikely that this 
will be done. President McKenzle, of 
the McGill Track I'lub. stated lo The 
Dally yesterday that a meeting of the 
executive would be held on Thursd-iy. 
but that it was unlikely that any claim 
would be put In for the honors, al- 
though u litter had been received from 
the secretary of the Intercollegiate 
Union stating that such a claim would 
lie In order. The Toronto athletes had 
gained a clear-cut victory at the an- 
nual meet, and the annulment of the 
result was a ruling based on a tech- 
nicality, and was merely done for the 
purpose of reminding the Varsity peo- 



ple that there were certain regula- 
tions which must be observed. The 
eligibility forms had been sent in at 
a later date, but camo too late, for con 
slderallon by the authorities. There 
was th ire fore no question of profes 
slonallsm or any other form of lneltgi 
llty connected with the affair, and ap 
far as .McGill was concerned the mat 
ter would probably be allowed to rest 
as It was at present. The year 
will therefore bo a blank as far ns In- 
Ureollegiate track athletics are con 
cirned. 

The riding Is based on section A, 
article eleven, of the Intercollegiate 
track rides, which states that: "The 
names of nil students thus cortilled 
shall bo entered In a register, and a list 
of these shall bo sent as soon as po.i 
Bible to the members Interested. Should 
any ntudenl whose name does not ap- 
pear upon this register lake part In 
any Intercollegiate match, such certl- 
llcate shall be sent lo the secretary 
of the C.I.A.U. within one week after 
such match, and a line of five dollars 
shall be Imposed upon that club In 
inch case. Should no certificate bo 
received within that time, should such 
certificate prove invalid, or should ahv 
student whose certificate Is not valid: 
take part in any Intercollegiate mutch, 
such match shall be awarded to the 
unoffending team. Should any such 
student take part In a track meet 
points made by him shall not be count- 
ed."

By defeating Que.m's last Thursday, 
In a close debate. Varsity won the first 
of the Intercollegiate series of debates. 
The debate was held In Convocation 
Hall, Queen's, on the subject: 

"Resolved that at her present statu 
of development, the churches of Can- 
ada should devote their missionary ef- 
forts wholly to the home Held." The 
University of Toronto, taking the ne- 
gative Ride of the question, had a shade 
the better of Queen's, who upheld the 
affirmative. 

Each side had two debaters, .Messrs. 
Morley Smith and Lloyd Smith, repre- 
senting Toronto University, and N. T. 
McRno and John McNal), for Queen's, 
each speaker being given twenty min- 
utes and the affirmative live minutes 
extra to answer to any points tltat had 
been brought up by the negative side. 

The affirmative was given the pre- 
ference of first speech, and Mr. K. B. 
Watts, president of Queen's Alma 
Mater Society, arose nnd introduced 
the llrst speaker, W. T. Mcllac, of 
Queen's. Mr. Mcltao took as 
his màin contention that there 
was plenty ' of work for mis- 
sionaries In • the mission Holds 
of Canada with the uneducated immi- 
grants arriving In largo numbers from 
heathen countries, also mentioning the 
lack of missionaries and speakers of 
the gospel In the mining, railroad and 
h mber camps of this country. It was 
a line effort and Mr. Mcltae.was loud- 
ly upplaudcd by a large audience of 
students. 

The next speaker was Mr. Morley 
Smith, of Varsity, who enlarged on 
the need of missionaries In Japan, 
China and other Oriental countries, 
where vice and sin abounds, and

Here is tho actual cost of pecans in 
difforont forms: with (ho shells on, 
nineteen cents a pound; in a paste- 
board box, without shells, forty-nine 
cents for half a pound; in a glass jar, 
sixty-four cents for half a pound.

He showed how bad the conditions 
were in the heathen countries and 
how much more the need of religion 
was felt there than in Canada, riuot- 
iug n case of where in one place in 
the Canadian West, n town of 150 
Inhabitants, there worn four minis- 
ters. He laid great force on the ab- 
surdity of the Idea that the Canadian 
missionaries Ir. foreign countries at 
the present time could be recalled nt 
this sUige of their wqi-Ic. 

Mr. McKco took advantage of the 
five minutes allowed the affirmative. 

The judges, Magistrate Farrell, 
Judge Des Rochers and Col. Wool, 
were out some time before they came 
to an agreement as lo which side won. 
In giving the verdict the Judges as- 
serted that the debate was so evenly 
contested nnd the arguments on each 
side so well delivered anil so well as- 
sembled by the participants that it ex- 
celled by far any other debate heard 
by them.

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DORMITORIES 

Perhaps the best purpose the new scheme of buildings for Mc- 
Gill can serve is in the provision of a system of dormitories for stu- 
dents. 

The institution founded nearly one hundred years ago by 
James McGill has now spread far beyond the limits laid down by 
its founder. Men and women from all the large cities and many of 
the country districts are coming to attend this seat of learning. 

It must be admitted they find few preparations made for their 
seven months' stay. Strathcona Hall is large enough to meet the 
needs of a very small part of the student body. The fraternities 
can accommodate less than seventy men all told, a mere drop in the 
large flood of McGill students. 

Many out-of-town undergraduates must put up at a hotel, at a 
comparatively high rate, before they find lodging at the student 
rates. 

When finally settled, the undergraduates find themselves a 
widely scattered body. In clusters of two or three in a house they 
are gathered within a radius of two or three blocks of the camps. 

Few students find attractions in their lodging which tend to 
draw them to their rooms after the work or play of the day is done. 
There seems to be nothing to counteract the lure of the large cosmo- 
politan city. And the temptation is great to shirk the work which only 
the results of Christmas examinations show to their sorrow to be abso- 
lutely necessary. 

More facilities arc provided for McGill men from out-of-town 
in the matter of board, but here again there is room for much im- 
provement on the present system. The fraternities provide board for 
a far greater number than they do lodging. There is also the Union, 
with its grill room and its dining halls where a great many of the 
undergraduates find really good meals for the price and are satis- 
fied. But where do those, not suited by the Union, and not mem- 
bers of a fraternity, go? 

And there are many of them. A general census would show 
that every neighboring lunch counter and restaurant has a share of 
them. 

Is this present system conducive to a general undercurrent of 
acquaintance and friendship among the undergraduate body of 
McGill? It rather serves to split the students up into cliques. 

The remedy for this state of affairs lies in an efficient system 
of dormitories, having dining facilities in connection. 

Here the students would have an opportunity of fraternizing 
with their fellows in a far larger degree than they can now at 
Strathcona Hall, the Union, or the fraternities. Of an evening they 
would have all the enjoyments of prep, school life — without the 
rigor of its very necessary discipline — which, unfortunately, it is 
the luck of but a small proportion to enjoy. 

And, too, new students, coming from a distance, would have 
an address to which to direct their steps on their arrival, and not be 
forced to waste time and money seeking a convenient roof and 
board, where satisfaction is a matter of chance. 

A great many men who graduated from Toronto University 
before the close of the last century are heard even now to express 
sorrow at the fact that the old residences of their days are no more. 
For there, above all, the best of men were bred. 

Many a lark they used to have, and many a practical joke 
they played, but no matter in what condition a student entered the 
life of the residences, if there was a spark of manhood and com- 
mon sense in him, it was fanned until it burst into flames by the sole 
but immense power of man on man when thrown into close connec- 
tion. And the student went forth thanking his stars for their kind- 
ly guiding hand. 

Unfortunately there came a time of hardships for the residen- 
tial system there and they were abandoned. 

The need of them has now begun to make itself felt again at 
both universities, and, at McGill at least, steps have been taken to 
satisfy it.

Physical education at the Univers- 
ity of Wisconsin dates from some 
time previous to ISUIÎ, but began its 
lixed place in the University in Mint 
year with the erection of the Armory 
and Gymnasium at a cost of $^50,- 
ooo. Prom that time until I'.UO, 
work was conducted independently 
for women and men, and separate 
from Intercollegiate athletics. In 
1910, the department, as a whole, 
wns re-organized into four divisions: 
First — Required activities, with se- 
parate divisions for men and 
women. 

Second — lntra-mural athletics; 

men's and women's divisions. 
Third — Intercollegiate athletics. 
Fourth — Professional training, 

Previous to the time of re-organi- 
zation of the department In 1910, 
Physical Education had been re- 
quired of all freshmen and sopho- 
more students for two periods per 
week. This practice still continues. 
Heretofore, however, the work re- 
quired had been almost exclusively 
gymnastics. Certain sports might 
he elected by Hie student as a substi- 
tute for the required gymnastics, hut 
little provision had been made for 
instruction in these sports; conse- 
quently their substitution for the re- 
quired courses was of little value lu 
providing physical education. 

At the present time the work is 
conducted according to the following 
general plan. In the llrst place all 
students are required to undergo a 
very thorough medical and physical 
examination upon entering the Uni- 
versity. Tito Medical Adviser's De- 
partment conducts the medical ex- 
amination, and the physical examin- 
ation and tests of strength and mo- 
tor efficiency arc conducted by the 
Department of Physical Education, 
As a result of these examinations, 
students are divided Into three class- 
es. C'lassA — those whose condition 
is normal, without physical defects 
of any kind. This class is permitted 
to elect any form of physical exer- 
cise open to the class to which the 
student belongs, freshman or sopho- 
more. The second group: Class 11 
consists of those whose defects are 
not of a serious nature, but whose 
development is not of such degree as 
to make it safe for them to partici- 
pate in vigorous competition. All of 
Class It are prohibited from playing 
in intercollegiate teams or in any 
form of Intercollegiate or intorclass 
competition until their condition 
warrants a promotion to Class A. 
Class C consists of two sub-groups; 
one In which there are organic de- 
fects of structure or such deficien- 
cies of development as make it desi- 
rable that their physical education 
be carried on under very close per- 
sonal supervision. Special provision 
Is made for this group, with a separ- 
ate gymnasium and special instruc- 
tion and supervision by a medical 
member of the staff who is an expert 
orthopedist. 



In the organization of the activities 
required oT freshmen and sophomores, 
all classes are held out of doors dur- 
ing October and November whenever 
the weather permits; also during April 
and May. The indoor season do s not 
begin until the first week of Decem- 
ber and closes about April 1st. The 
exercises during the fall period con- 
sist almost exclusively of outdoor 
Karnes, chief of which are Held hockey 
and soccer football. In addition to 
these, a very large number of group 
games that can be participated in by 
largo numbers are used from time to 
time. Ereslunen students in class A 
may elect college football, soccer foot- 
hall, cross country, rowing, track and 
licld events, during this period. Such 
as do not desire these arc required to 
lake tho general class which practice 
tho activities mentioned above. The 
same sports are open for election by 
sophomores. All members of class D 
are required to take the general class 
Indicated during the fall and dining the 
winter take a stiff course in corrective 
gymnastics, basketball, swimming and 
names. The elections that are open 
Indoors for the members of class A and 
tho sophomores include swimming, 
basketball, track and Held, wrestling, 
boxing, fencing and rowing. During 
the outdoor season In the spring the 
activities are about as in the fall, ex- 
cept that baseball takes the place of 
football, and tennis Is more widely 
practised. 

All .students are required to be able 
to swim at hast 50 yards before grid 
nation. In the arrangement of tho re 
quired work In tho freshman and so 
phomoro yearn, all students who can- 
not swim are determined early and are 
assigned to special work in the swim 
tiling pool. These students are taken 
out of the regular classes and kept at 
swimming until Ihey have acquired the 
éléments of the various strokes and 
then returned to Ihe regular classes. 

In each of the various sports and 
activities, organization is being de- 
veloped to provide a specific progres- 
sive course, In which the skill and ef- 
ficiency of the student Is determined 
at the beginning and the progress that 
he makes during the semester is test- 
ed by various methods. His promotion 
from class to class and the credit which 
ho receives towards his university 
standing is determined by the show- 
ing he makes in these lests. Students 
are credited with one unit per semes- 
ter toward ihe university requirements 
for graduation. During these two 
years 1,500 students are Unis made 
familiar with the various vigorous 
types of games suitable to men and 
women of college age. 

The usual aim in the provision of 
activity of this kind for college stu 
dcnls is exclusively a hygienic one, the 
exercise being given for the purpose of 
Influencing the health of the student. i brush!" 
At Wisconsin, however, the aim is "Surely 
much broader, it being realized that 
at this ago participation In activities 
of this kind has very great Importance 
from the standpoint of morals and 
character, ami every effort Is made to 
correlate Inst niellons for these pur- 
poses with the practice of the various 
game and sports, 80 that the full values 
of physical education may be secured 

in addition to physical education re- 
quirements, each freshman and sopho- 
more man is required to take military 
drill two periods per week.
